day crawled up to forty-nine, thirty of these be- 


The increase is due in part to 
to the fact that cight are 
from without the city limits, aod to 
the further fact that one of the 
undertakers includes two days, reports ip one. 
The actual increase, therefore, is not as would 
appear from theabove reports. Tbe total deaths 
fot the week number 252. Among the deaths. 
reported to-day are Dr. Paul Otey, M. W. Red- 
ford, of B. J. Semmes & Co., F. Garderts, 
the florist, E. E. Furbile, aud Nicholas 
Aliman, of the Apnea’, all of 
this city. J. F. Cummins, of the Kansas City 
Times ; George L .Boggs, of Chicago; Dr. C. 8. 
Roberts, a volunteer phvsician from Keutucky; 
George W. Barker, of Washington City: Jacob 
Marks, a merchant, and J. A. Green, a cotton 
factor, both of Memphis; Dr. P. Turke and Dr. 
J. G. Orr, from Cincinnati, 
THE LAST OF THE DELEGATION 
from that city, were stricken down to-day; also 
C. A. Gaston, Manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph, and Capt. T. W. Jotins@. The lat- 
ter is an ex-Confederate officer, a 
man singular independence and 
bravery, who has for several years 
been an earuest Republican, and exerted a pow- 
erful influence to destroy the prefudices. which 
bave existed toward Northern men. Mr. Cum- 
mins came to Memphis a week since to act in 
the capacity of a nurse. but, becom- 
ing appalled at the sights he was 
daily called upon to witness, hejsuddenly 
disappeared, aud when found was io bis room 
under the influence of morphine and burniug up 
with the fever. Every effort was made to re- 
suscitate him, without avail, and he died 
this morning. He acted as correspond- 
ent of the Kansas City Time, had 
been Mayor of Toveka, and was a man 
of marked attatuments. I can learn nothing iu 
regard to George L. Boggs further than that he 
was taken to the Court Street Infirmary, 
Thursday. in an almost dying conditiou, 
afflicted with asthma aud the _ fever. 
He leaves no effects but his cloth- 
ing, and was buried in the Howard 
lot at Elmwood. His grave was marked so as 
to be readily identified. E. E. Ferbish, thoukh 
ailing for Several days, refused to be treated. 
He fell in the Peabody yesterday moruing, was 
removed to a room iu a critical condition, and 
DID NOT REVIVE 
before he died. This is one of the cases known 
as walking patients, who keep up until Diack 
vomit aud death assert their supygmacy. The 
disease is evidently on the decrease. Dr. 
Mitchell, Medicai Director, informed me 
this was the case this evening, though 
it was spreading in the country. Addi- 
tional nurses were sent to Paris, Germantown, 
and Collierville this afternoon; also to Decatur, 
Ala. There is a great talling off in the appli- 
cations ior supplies at the relief depot, due to 
the careful investigation made by the Commit- 
tee into the needs of petitioners. This has been

THE STRICKEN CITY. 
THE EFFECTS OF BAD DRAINAGE. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Mevpuis, Tenn., Sept. 26.—The prevalence 
of yellow fever here, which has created a quar- 
autine throughout the surrounding country so 
stringeut as to paralyze business, whose rav- 
ages have so multiplied the wortality lists as 
to mark almost every household with mourning 
and entailed evils without number, cannot be 
enlarged upon. Yet it micht be of interest to 
the readers of Tue Trisune to learn some 


- poiuts in connection with the disease, ita causes, 


etc., which those assuming to be familiar 
therewith allege, for its virulence and reten- 
tion. The past summer, as you at the North 
know, has been one of unexampled heat and 
consequent prostration. Here at the South the 
temperature Was next to unendurable, and, as 
is invariably the case, vroductive of aiscase. 
Pure atmospheric air is composed of nitrogen 
and oxygen, containing also carbonic acid, am- 
monia, and nitric oxfle gas. These elaborated 
in certain localities be excessive heat accumu- 
late in large proportions, vitiating aud noison- 
ing the atmosphere, destroying its hygienic 
qualities in a great measure, and engendering 
deadly miasmatic influences which inoculate the 
destroy _itife. The exces- 
coming up from the 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
Arkenses generated the poisonous vapor 
which, borne in the wind blowing hither, mited 


sive heat 


* with the exbalations of this city, and became 


ripe for discase. Memphis, as is known, is more 
than imperfectiv drained, the city is divided in 


the centre by Bayou Gayoso, which is the re- 


ceptacie for all the private filth and excreta, 
where it remains until swept out by a rise in the 
Mississippi River, or by repeated and severe 
rain-storms. This being the case, immense 
quantities of miasmatic poison were absorbed 
by the air from the bayou, which, mingied with 
that brought hither from further South, was 
pumped into the blood with each pulsation of 
the heart. Whenthe system had appropriated 
a suificient quantity of this poison, 
the disease, vellow or malarial ever, 
was developed in individuals, and before 
remedies could operate to neutralize the poison 
death ensued. This is according to the theory 


that the disease is infectious, not contagious. 


It is claimed that the first case was imported 
from New Orleaus, found a resting place on 
Poplar street, and crossed Bayou Gayoso and 
its tributaries before being declared an epi- 
lemic. 

Had the city been supplied with proper drain- 
ige tacilities, the case on Poplar street, it is in- 
sisted, would have compieted the list this sea- 
son, and the awful results apparent would pot 
have been realized. But the system of sewer- 
age in force, consisting of a number of mains in 
a number of streets leading from Mam street to 
tue river and Bayou Gayoso. instead of afford- 
Ine relief, added to attract aud retain 
tue plague. The gases generated by 
the hot weather diffused themselves 
ail over tie citv, producing yellow or malarial 
fever. because this disease was most accessible 
to Lbeir influences, and the fever was aggravat- 
ed and increased by the miasma until it filled 
the city with death aud lamentation. This 
view of the case, entertained by many with 
whom | bave conversed, is borne out by the 
facts connected with the breaking out of the 
disease at Grenada, New Orleans, aud else- 


conceding that the disease is climatic and must 
run its course?” 1 asked of 1 geutteman who 
adopted this view of the case above cited. 

„It mieht,“ be answered. 

„% Doesn’t filth render it more virulent and 


less vieldmg to remedies ?”’ 

„It might,” he said, and after some further 
conversation he reluctantly admitted that if 
cleanliness was next to godliness, there were 
portions of Memphis the farthest removed from 
such a connection. 

Many argue that the disease is taken because 
of the physical condition of the system 
at times being more liab, 
at others; for example, when 
is filled with bilious secretions. These and 
many other views are advanced by geutlemen 
who have made the disease a study, but the 
weight of opinion«nclines to the beliei that the 
complaiat is caused by atmospheric conditions 
aggravated by an absence of cleanliness. Yet in 
no disease have the doctors been more mysti- 
fied, both as to its symptoms aud treatment, 
than in yellow fever, aud so perplexed was Dr. 
Stone, Sr. (the most eminent practitioner of his 
day), in 1853, that heSleit New Orleans and went 
to Philadelphia, publicly proclaiming his ig- 
porance of the malady. You can’t get any of 
the physicians to state ecxactiy Where the 
disease is located. Some sav in the 
stomach, others in the brain, others 
in che l ver, and again in the kidneys. Dr. Sum- 
mers, sent here by the Government to make an 
examination of the disease, stated as a result of 
his post mortems, that all of these members ex- 
cept the brain were effected. a 

The treatment adopted is as varied as the 
symptoms which forewarn the coming of the 
fever. That in vogue in Louisiana, and known 
as the Creole system,“ prevails i a large 
number of cases, and if adopted in time most 
generally succeeds. It consists % a mustard 
bath to produce perspiration, a powtrful purga- 
tive, aud careful nursing. If indications 
of black vo.nit appear, an injection of 
oil generally reduces the danger from 
what has heretofore been considered an infalli- 
ble sign of approaching dissolution. The “ice 
treatment’? has been tried,—that is, external 
applications of ice to the bod to reduce the 
temperature,—but the danger to be apprehend- 
ed irom this course is that tne fever will be 
driven in and attended with tatal results. This 
is known as the * Heroic treatment.“ Constant 
purgation is thought by some to be remedial, 
and calculated to promote a speedy couvales- 
ceme, but the practice is said to so weaken the 
system that the patient sinks into a comatose 
condition from extiaustion betore a reaction can 
be produced, and dies. The treatments, as 1 
said above, are varied, comprising that of 
every school of medicine, but it 18 
almost universally cogceded that  resto- 
ration to health is materialiy contingent upon 
careful vursing. There is no disease known 
that i hne requires such prompt attention. 
intelligent treatment, and, above all, an exercise 
of the greatest care in pursing, as yellow fever. 

| interviewed Col. Keating, editor of the 
Appen, who has resided in the South for years, 
and passed through repeated epidemics, as to 
the general belief of the cause of the present 
plague. Ile stated to me that it was partly 
owing to climatic conditions and the imperiect 
system of drainage. He considered that the 
loug drv summer and intense heat had an effect 
upon the system, by lowering its general tone 
and power to resist the germs of Qjsease. 

SEWERAGE. 

„What is the system of sewerage in Memphis?” 

„We have really no system. Each of the 
hotels and public buildings is provided wita 
sewers. Besides these, the property-owners on 
Main street. from Union to Jefferson, and on 
Madison. from the river to Second street, have 
within the past tour or five vears constructed 
sewers. But these only apswer for private 
stores and offices.” 

“How about the system adopted in other 
portions of the citv’”’ 

‘There is no system. Iv the residence por- 
tion of the city tne sinks run into large vaults, 
which are dug down toa strata of sand, which, 
being porous, absorbs the excreta in its fluid 
state. and is carried off to Bayou Gavose and 
its tributaries. Tbe result is, that for nearly 
five miles we have an open sewer which, in dry 
weather, is without current, and dotted with 
pools throwing off offensive odors.“ 

„What drains this bayou?” 

It empties into Wolf River, and ts only well 
drained by heavy rains or when the river is so 
low as not to impede its current.”’ 

“Why is this permitted! In other words, 
why doesn’t the city remedy this evil!“ 

“Because the city isso heaviiy in debt. and 
the people so mercilessl; taxed to pay munti- 
pal aud county expenses that not one cent cap 
be deroted to remedial or sanitary measures 
essential to the city’s nealth.“ 

‘* What does the debt of the city amount to?” 

„85,591,678. 44. 

Wat is the taxable wealth of the citv as- 
sessed at!“ 

At about 822.000.000. At one time after the 
War it was fully $28,000,000, but shrinkage in 
values has reduced the amount.“ 

Is there no way ol procuring a release or re- 
pewal of this indebtedness until better times?“ 

‘*There’s only one way, and that is by a sur- 
render of the city charter, which 1 think very 
likely will be done after the epidemic is over. 
It is the only recourse left us, and many prop- 
erty-holders and merchants are determined to 
attempt it as asolution of our difficulties.”’ 

‘**Who are your creditors?’ 

„On, they are as numerous as lice in Egypt, 
and their rapacity is beyond belief. Why, sir, | 
tell vou that citizen speculators have 
scrupled to purchase city certificates at a dis- 
count ruinous to the holders, and then pufstte 
the city in the United States Courts for their 
face value and compound interest. In fact, the 
debt is the result of compound interest.”’ 

‘‘What created this indebtedness: has Mem- 
phis any public improvements!“ 

‘None whatever. We have eight or ten 
miles of Nicholson pavement, which, ia the 
opinion of many, is a potent reason for the vio- 
lence of the epidemic. We have no City Hall, 
and the Court House is a makeshift to supply a 
pressing demand. The Holly Water-Works 
and Gas Works are owned by private corpora 
tions. The jail is our property, and it is one of 
the finest in the land.“ 

“To What is this condition of affairs due?“ 

“To the neglect of city affairs by property- 
owners aud business men. The increase of 
vpusiness and attention to private affairs has so 
engrossed their attention that, with sume [ew 
exceptions, the business of the city has been 
conducted in a happy-go-lucky style incom pati- 
bie with ecouumy or prudence.’’ 

COMMERCIAL. 

With regard to the amount of business done 
here every vear be fixed it at from $75,000,000 
to 885,000, 000. The receipts of cotton.“ he 
continued, is the measure of our business. I. 
duminates every other class as graiu does in 
Chicago. Septemberis the opening month of 
the business year. lu September. "74. we re- 
ceived 15,000 vales, in 76 over 20,000 bales, 
and last year about 8,400 bales. The crop is un- 
usually large this year, and we expected to re- 
ceive double that number. Yet only 200 or 200 
bales have been shipped thus far, and the loss 
to the city will be, in round numbers, fully 
$1,000,000."” 

Is this absolutely lost?“ 

„No; we can’t say that until 
marketed.” 

** What other losses will accrue to the city:“ 

„The value of skilled labor and busivess in- 
telligence carried to the ‘grave is beyond compt- 
taviou—and it is saie LO say that Memphis will 
jose betwen 31.000.000 and 82,000,000 that po 
amount of business will compensate for.” 

„hat will be the effect upou individual mer- 
chants?” 

“ That is hard to say. It cannot be expected 
that the banks will immediately be as accom- 
modating as they otherwise weuld. The amount 
ol matured poper that otherwise would have 
been met by large receipts of votton will be a 
stumbiing-block for some time.“ 

* Will failures be numerous?” 

“No, I think not. The Memphis merchants 
are in au unusually good condition, as the bank 
deposits in Juve showed, and they then held 
something over three miliious of private tunds.“ 

* How will it affect smaller dealers?” 

“It will be a severe bloß to retailers of fimit- 
ed means who Have been compelled to expend 
their capital and can ili afford to be idle, and to 
whom quick returns are everything.” 

it is evident that the vutlook is discouraging 
in the extreme, growing out of the epidemic, 
and how the poor aud those whe have expended 
their resources in caring tor the sick aud burvy- 
ing the dead will bridge over the winter and 
escape starvation is a problem the future alone 
can solve.

PROF. COLLIER’S EXPERIMBNTS. 
Special Dispateh *> e June. 

Washtnoton, D. C., Sept. 28.—Prof. Collier, 
Chemist of the Agricultural Department, under 
direction of Gen. Leduc, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, bas practically completed his expert- 
ments tending to show the practicability of 
making sugar from Indian-coro stalks aud sor- 
hum. Gen. Leduc and Prof. Collſer today 
gave a history of these experiments, with results 
aud prospects. Eollowing is an outline of theit 
statement: Careful chentical analysis bas been 
made of every step in the process. The ma- 
chinery used was an old sorghum mill, such as 
migut be found on any Western farm, and it 
was very imperfect. On account of its imperice 
tion it was only possible to extract 35 per 
cent of juice instead of 88 per cent, which the 
chemist found in surghum-statks,, [ne amount 
of juice not extracted is believed to be tac!

Ile is confident that the making 
of sugar from tormstalks and serchum will be 
a permanent and profitable tmdustry in North- 
efo States, and also thinks that the introduction 
of a new Kind of sorghum in theSouth will tend 
Lo supplant the regular sugar-cane, the manage 
ment of waich is very expensive and the crop 
uncertain.

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THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 
RECEPTION AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

WasninoTon, D. C., Sept. 28.—The Chinese 
Minister was this morning formally received by 
the President. The ceremony was private, it 
having been determined by the Executive De- 
partment that titre should be no deviation 
from the usage as to other foreign Ministers, 
and that it should not be made a public spec- 
tage. ; 

Tae Chinese Minister and others of the Em- 
bassy calied at the Department of State a few 
minutes before II, and, accompanied by Secre- 
tary Evarts, Assistant-Secretary Seward, and 
Chief-Clerk Brown, pruceedel te the Executive 
Mansion aud cotered the Blue Room in the fol 
lowing order: Mr. Evarts, with Chen Lan Pin, 
Mimister; Mr. Seward, with Yung Wing, As- 
sistant Minister: Ur. Bartlett, the American 
Secretary of Legation, with Mr. Yea, the Chinese 
Secretary, and the two imterpreters following. 

All the Chinese were in their national cos- 
tume. 

Tue parties were ranged as follows: On one 
side of the Blue Room, the two Ministéfs in 
front; and tue Secretaries and interpreters 
slightly in the rear. The members of the Cabi- 
net, Messrs. Devens, McCrary, and Evarts, to- 
gether with Assistant Secretary Seward, Assist 
ant Postmaster-General Tyner, aud the Presi- 
dent’s private secretary, Mr. Rogers, were in 
the curve lacing the Chinese.

Dispatches from Norwall:, Conn., an- 
nounce another marine disaster, whereby 
six persons were killed and some twenty 
more or less injured by scalding steam. The 
steamer Adelphi exploded her boilers when a 
mile from her dock. Thę 4 was an old 

one, and formerly ran in the North River 
trade. An inspection during last June pro- 
nounced her perfectly safe. There are many 
tubs afloat which will be considered per- 
fectiy safe till their boilers burst or hulls fall 
to pieces. 


Cuen Lan Pr, the venerable Minister 
Plenipotentiary from China, who passed 
through Chicago about two months ago, 
yesterday presented his credentials to Presi- 
dent Hayes. The ceremony was a private 
one, none being admitted except those hold- 
ing high place at Washington. His cre- 
dentials were of a broad, catholic tenor, 
and refreshingly free from the dip- 
lomatic verbiage in which documents 
of hke character are usually couched. 
In brief, the Emperor of China recognized 
that his and all other nations are members 
of one human family, and he hoped that the 
relations between the two Governments 
might be marked with a lasting peace. The 
Emperor never heard of Krarnry. 


For many years France and Germany 
have successfully manufactured a good 
quality of sugar from beet-roots. It has 
long been known that corn-stalks possessed 
an unknown quantity of saccharine matter; 
but until Prof. Coturer, the chemist of the 
Department of Agriculture, took hold 
ot the problem, the possibility of 
converting this matter into a mer- 
chantable article of sugar was never 
seriousiy entertained. With an old second- 
hand sorghum-miil in an imperfect condi- 
tion he obtained 781 pounds of good crystal- 
lized sngars from 25,000 pounds of corn- 
stalks, or about 34 per cent. Gen. Lx Doc, 
the Agricultural Commissioner, is highly 
pleased with the result obtained, and be- 
lieves that, with energy and improved ma- 
chinery, corn~sugar will eventually become 
one of the staple productions of the nation.

COOK COUNTY LEGISLATIVE CANDIDATES.

It is true that there is 
a Senator of the United States to be elected 
at the meeting of the Legislature in Janu- 
ary, and that it 1s desirable for party pur- 
poses to secure as many Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature as possible; never- 
theless, the true interests of Chicago will 
always be best preserved by, defeating any 
candidate for the Legislature, by whatever 
party he may be nominated, who is personal- 
ly, morally, or mentally unfit for Assembly- 
man. The responsibility is not upon the 
voter, who but does his duty to himself and 
the public, but the responsibility is upon 
those who, as members of Nominating Cou- 
ventions, select as candidates those who can- 
not be elected without public disgrace and 
public injury. 

It is just as possible for the Nominating 
Conventions of both parties to select as can- 
didates honest, intelligent, respectable, and 
experienced men, as it is to select men of a 
different character. To nominate fit men to 
represent the city in the Legisiature is to in- 
vite public respect and popular favor, and 
secure party success. As a matter of mere 
party policy. each party ought to seek the 
great advantage of having candidates for 
whom any man might vote confidently and 
In such case the voters would 
all be free to vote their party ticket, satisfied 
that the interests of the city would be safe, 
no matter who should be elected. It is well 
to understand now, andin advance, that a 
party nomination for membership in the 
Legislature will not be accepted as binding 
upon varty allegiance if the candidate be un- 
fit for the office. The loss of a vote for 
United States Senator will be accepted in 
preference to the humiliation of voting for a 
candidate to the Legislature when that can- 
didate onght not to be elected. This is 
equally applicable to both parties, but espe- 
cially so to the Republicans. 

One of the Legislative districts where the 
choice of Senatorand of the third Repre- 
sentative largely depends, because of the 
closeness of the vote, on the standing and 
character of the men who may be nominated, 
is the First District. This consists of the 
First, Ninth, and Tenth Wards. Ona which 
side the political majority in this district 
rests is sufliciently uncertain to render it 
necessary for the Republicans to select as 
candidates men who have the strength to 
poll the full vote of their party. Four years 
ago the First Senatorial District was lost iu 
consequence of making a weak nomination, 
and a repetition of the blunder will resu't 
exactly the same way. The responsibility 
for the loss of a Republican Senator wil! not 
rest on those Republicans who may defeat 
an improper candidate, but on the Conven- 
tion who may nominate him. 

The Republicans in the other districts feel 
more confident of success. They may gain 
a Senator in the Seventh District, and can 
re-eleet a Republican in the Fifih District. 
Republicans hold over in the Second and 
Fourth Districts. If with this they can recover 
the First District, which was thrown away 
four years ago, they will have five of the 
seven Senators from the county, and secure 
two Representatives from each of the five 
districts, and one from each of the other two 
districts,—giving them five Senators and 
twelve Representatives, 4 seventeen votes 
in all out of the twenty-cight members to 
which the county 1s entitled. 

There is a prospect that at the coming 
election there will be candidates in each 
Legislative district nominated and supported 
by the Fiatists or Communists, or both. 
This introduces an element of uncertainty, 
which wili be felt more particularly in the 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Districts, 
and will render it all the more necessary that 
there be no divisions among the Republicans. 
Such divisions may be more surely avoid- 
ed by having candidates who, by their 
personal fitness, their capability, and general 
character, will have the confidence and sup- 
port of the voters of their own party, and of 
the disgusted voters of the opposition. A 
Legislative ticket made up of first-class citi- 
zens will contribute much to the general 
stréngth of the party at the coming election, 
when all that strength will be needed against 
an unscrupulous opposition, which is very 
conficent of making a complete sweep, 


‘ARE BETTER TIMES COMING? 
We notice that many of the best business 


men of the country who have lived long 
enough to witness times of depression before 
this ove, and the revivals following them, 
beheve that the country stands on the thresh- 
old of a new era of prosperity. 

They say that the period of contraction is 
substantially at an end; that the necessities 
of life are so iow as to make the wages of the 
present day better for those who receive 
them than were the high wages of the period 
of inflation; that there are abundant evi- 
dences of the rapid growth of our foreign 
commerce; that the country has been en- 
riched by the large crops of several past 
years, sold mostly at good prices; and that the 
people have learned habits of economy, which 
result in increasing the national wealth. 

It would seem that this reasoning is in the 
main correct. Undeniable statistics show 
that the production of nearly all the necessi- 
ties of life, including food, fuel, and cloth- 
ing, have largely increased during the past 
dozen years. The redistribution of property 
arising out of the failure of speculators and 
rash ventures is nearly completed. 

One of the most promising signs for the 
future is the tendency of our urban popula- 
tion to the land, where at least they become 
producers for themselves instead of con- 
sumers, while at the same time our manufac- 
turers are thoroughly awake to the necessity 
of increasing our foreign trade, and creating 
a demand foreour mannfactures in distant 
markets, and giving an impetus to our car- 
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rying trade, —one of our glories before the | 


War,—it has not had since 1860. 

Four years ago many of our manufacturers 
were deemed rash adventurers in their ex- 
periments in sending their protlucts to for- 
eign countries and attempting to compete in 
their markets with manufacturersthere. They 
are now complimented for the enterprise 
then shown, as the trade so doubtfully com- 
menced has proved successful, and is in- 
creasing to such a degree as to create alarm 
among the manufacturers of the other Con- 
tinent. 

Epwarp Arxryson, Esq., one of the high- 
est authorities on the subject, concurs in the 
opinion that the country is on the upward 
turn. In 1869 he accurately foretold what 
would be the result of the paper-money infla- 
tion and speculation of that period. He said 
at that time: ‘* Contraction until our cur- 
rency comes to the standard which regulates 
itself—that is, the specie standard, cost 
what it will, and hurt whom it may—is the 
only cure. If it does not come through vol- 
untary legislation it will come through in- 
volugtary bankruptcy.” 

The experience of the country through the 
dreary years since 1873 has justified these 
words, and it is the more pleasing to find 
that he who wrote them now sees reason to 
believe that a revival of prosperity is at hand. 
He has in his reasoning proved conclusively 
that we have already made up the losses of 
the War and of the succeeding disastrous 
period of inflation and speculation. But he 
points out that, in a time of universal econ- 
omy and retrenchment, the middlemen,—the 
retailers,—-who became too numerous during 
the inflation period, find themselves to a 
large extent flung out, and these need to ac- 
commodate themselves to the new order of 
things,—they must become producers or 
suffer want and distress. 

Mr. ATKINSON says that The limit of the 
fall of prices has been reached, and that in 
the practical disappearance of the so-called 
premium on gold we have evidence that our 
normal commercial relations with the world 
are about resiored.” 

Congress has adjourned, doing far less 
harm than was feared, and we have little 
reason to fear we shall in the immediate 
future have xiolent changes in the tariff or 
the currency laws, aud that merchants and 
manufacturers need not fear disturbing legis, 
lation for a long time to come. 

Many experienced men do not agree with 
the policy of the Secretary of the Treasury ; 
but they see at any rate that he has a policy, 
and is inclined to adhere to%t, and for two 
years more at least we need not dread 
change, ora policy so vacillating that our 
people may not know on what to base their 
calculations. 

What is still needed 1s that a large portion 
of our population shall adapt itself to other 
industries than those into which it was 
drawn by the demands of the War and the 
period immediately following it. 

It is absurd to say that we have too many 
people in this country, when so many fertile 
acres awaitthe plow. We have not people 
enough. 

It is our good fortune, beyond all other 
civilized countries, that we have an abundance 
of cheap and fertile lands on which those 
whom new inventions throw out of employ- 
ment can find a more independent subsist- 
ence than factory operatives ever have. 
Waat and distress have sensibly stimulated 
the enterprise and skill of our people. 
Eeonomy has become the rule, and is no 
longer the exception. 

A greater number of men and women are 
willing to work for a living than at any time 
since the War. Few men are making for- 
tunes rapidly, and rask speculation has re- 
ceived u blow from which it will not imme- 
diately recover; but faithful and honest labor 
is already getting the moderate reward with 
which it was satisfied before the War. There 
is but little doubt that, if the people who now 
cry about the severe pressure of the times 
could be examined, it would be found that 
they consist ma nly of two classes,#tramps, 
aud speculators who bought at the top of an 
inflated market and are now suffering the 
results of their incautious adventures. 


We have never been so sanguine as many 7 


of our countrymen in predicting a sudden 
return to the values established during the 
War, and maintained for years succeeding it, 
especially in regard to real estate; still we 
believe that months ago we had experienced 
all the decline in prices the return to specie- 
payment would bring us, and that much of 
the property of tuis kind of the country had 
come into stronger hands, and is now gener- 
ally owned by classes who would submit to 
no more depreciation in prices, believing 
that in location with prospects for growth 
and improvement it is too low already, and 
that in such cases it is sure of such an appre- 
ciation in priceas will cause investments in it 
to pay a much better percentage than if in- 
vested in Government bonds or in ordinary 
business, and without the dangers attend- 
ant upon intrusting it to savings banks and 
trust companies as generally conducted. 

In a close review of the various periods of 
depression to which our country in the past 
has been subjected in all its interests, one 
fact is conclusively shown in every case : 
that the return to former high values has 
been much more sudden than the decline; 
that the grade is much shorter and, steeper 
to prosperity and appreciation in values than 
is the pathway down. 

Realizing that many of the prices obtained 
for property in the past have been specula- 
tive ina great degree, we feel confident that 
prices will, in the future, in growing busi- 
ness centres, be higher than ever before, for 
the reason that they will be legitimate, 
because actually demanded for business 
and residence, and because property in 
Western cities has never yet sold at pric es 
obtained in the cities of t he East, and that 
in coming years those who had confidence in 
the value of their property during these 
dreary years of depression will have no 
cause to regret their faith in the future, and 
act in accordance with their belief in hold- 
ing it for better times. 

During the past year the wonderful sale 
of low interest-bearing Government bonds 
has shown that the money was not de- 
manded for tho business of the country, or 
that the people had not confidence to invest 
it in business or in permanent investments ; 
but during the past few months the pur- 
chase from the Government has nearly 
stopped, and purchasers have become sellers, 
because they had renewed faith in the future, 
and were loaning the proceeds at higher 
rates, or investing it in something upon 
which they expected to realize an advance in 
price. 

The jobbing trade of our city has not 
been so large since the panic as during the 
past few months, and the large balance of 
trade in our favor in excess of exports over 
imports for the past three years shows the 
general condition of the country: thet we 
are expending and consuming much less 
than we produce and sell, and that the mag- 
nificent crops of the present year will en- 


able us to continue this same policy in a | 


greater degree in the future than in the past. 


A NEW RELIGIOUS 

The October number of the Atlantic 
Monthly contains a remarkable article on 
Certain Dangerous Tendencies in American 
Life.” The author of it is variously said to 
be James Freeman Cuarke, Dr. BELLows, or 
the Rev. M. J. Savace. But there seems to 
be no reason for preferring one name to 
another, save the internal evidence that the 
writer must be a Liberal Christian. Some 
of the tendencies referred to are explained 
by showing the disposition of the people and 
Government to indulge extravagant tastes; 
the degradation of manual labor; the 
passionate greed of the people for riches, 
and the loosening of moral restraints caused 
by it; the hostility of a large number of 
workmen towards their employers; the 
hatred of property-rights by many of those 
who have no property; the contempt of the 
common people for art and the instruments 
of culture; the low tone of public life; the 
misdirection of educational influences ; and 
the inefficiency of religion to correct the 
cvils complained of. These are great sub- 


.jects. Almost any of them, properly han- 


died, might suffice for an essay. We shall 
not attempt to notice the magazine-writer's 
discussion of them all, nor even to show the 
relations which in his mind they bear to each 
other, but will be content to give an idea of 
his argument in regard to the religious ten- 
dencies of the times. 

Religion at present, he believes, holds out 
no promise of counteracting the destructive 
socialistic tendencies of the people. Under 
ordinary circumstances it would be the first 
remedial ageut appealed to. It furnishes, or 
has furnished, precisely those restraints 
which are necessary to keep society in a tol- 
erable state of purity. But it can no longer 
provide those restraints, because it has itself 
suffered from the moral contagion arising 
from the extravagance following the War; 
it needs all its energies for its own restora- 
tion. Tue disintegration of religion,” 
says this writer, has proceeded rapidly.“ 
The Church is now, for the most part, a 
depository of social rather than of religious 
influerftes.” ‘‘For a very large class the 
Church furnishes opportunity for a pleasant 
social life which is in no way different from 
the social life of amiable, intelligent people 
out of the Church.” They have developed a 
religion which is not religious. ‘* Church- 
work is for them, in all its forms, a kind of 
sa@red amusement. Public worship is an 
esthetic entertainment.” Of the ministers 
to these Churches the same writer says: 
They believe even less than their people 
of the doctrines of their creeds.” ‘ Their 
preaching is usually far more intellectual 
than formerly, but is not based on the 
creeds,” Churches managed on this plan, 
it is obvious, have no room for poor peo- 
ple. These feel more and more that the 
Church is no Place for them. There 
is for them usually no fraternal associa- 
tions with their more fortunate neighbors 
in the Church; no wholesome, natural, 
cordial relations between them as human 
beings or brethren.” And there is a very 
large class, not extremely poor, but who are 
obliged to practice rigid economy, who also 
are passing out of the Church in consequence 
of the same unfraternal feeling on the part 
of their richer neighbors. 

Below all the classes yet mentioned as to 
intellectual character or equipment there is 
a larger number ‘‘in whom prehistoric or 
savage thought stiil survives with very 
slight modification from science or any other 
modern influence.” They believe in luck, 
omens, dreams, and spirits. Many of them 
are members of Evangelical Churches. 
The magazine-writer believes (and here 
he is both unjust and absurd) 
that a majority of the members of 
the Evangelical Churches of this country 
have at some time consulted the spirits of 
dead peop by the help of some gpost-seer 
or medium. This might be done out of 
curiosity, without the residuum of a belief 
thet any results would come from the con- 
sultation; and, even with this qualification, 
the estimate is manifestly inaccurate and 
prejudiced. But it is, within limits, true 
that this class of people—‘‘in whom the 
methods of prehistoric thought and tenden- 
cies are still dominant ’—includes several 
millions of our countrymen, who incline to 
think nearly all labor unnecessary, and to 
regard employers as oppressors who defraud 
workingmen of thelarger part of the fruits of 
their labor. We recognize the existence and 
influence of this large class, while we do 
not agree with the writer in saying that it 
embraces many Evangelical Christians. The 
principles of Evangelical Christianity, what- 
ever its practice may be, are utterly opposed 
to the spirit of modern Socialism. The 
failure of tue Church, so far as it Has failed, 
to counteract the recent dangerous tenden- 
cies in American life, has been due to the 
apathy of its leaders, not to any want of 
authority for action. 

The tendency of the people to substitute 
the shadow of wealth for the substance, to 
regard the possession of it as an end justify- 
ing the use of apy means, and to make 
enemies of all who have more than 
the average share of it, being taken for 
granted, what are the remedies? The 
restraints of morality and religion are not 
sufficient. No others are available. They 
must bestrengthened. Which seems likely 
to be the more efficacious for the purpose? 
The Atlantic writer seems to favor the 
divorce of morality from religion, and the re- 
inforcement of the former at the expense of 
the latter. We are not prepared to go to this 
length, because we have not yet seen all the 
signs of the failure of religion that he has 
pointed ont. There is much justice in what 
he has said. There are many churches like 
those which he describes in this city and in 
every large city,—churches where polite 
social organization is the main thing; where 
the poor are not welcomed; where the pastors 
preach a gilded and superfined morality 
for the rich only; and where the sanctimo- 
nious profession of better principles than 
one’s neighbor acts upon is called the fulfill- 
ing of the law. But these churches are in 
no respect representative. They are the 
whited sepulchres. To them belongs not 
even the distinction of disgracing religion, 
for there is no religion in them. Let them, 
therefore, have their worldly comfort and 
prosperity. They have no place, either for 
good or evil, in any true missionary enter- 
prise, and particularly not in any scheme 
of that benevolent charity which begins at 
home. There are other agencies more pow- 
erful. and purer, which, still clinging to 
religion, make it an@active principle. 
These are the country churches, the 
churches of the poor, and such oth- 
ers as have not lost the missionary 
spirit. These organizations offer the chan- 
nels through which the efforts to regen- 
erate American society can be properly 
directed. They are better than the means 
the Atlantic writer suggests, inasmuch as 
they are already established, and have a basis 


ence. It is much more reasonable to hope 
for success through them than in any other 
agencies for the diffusion of a new cult- 
ure” which the Atlantic writer can suggest. 
The problem is, indeed, how to quicken and 
revivify the Church in such a manner that it 
will meet the enemy bravely and come off 
from the contest victoriously. This is a 
problem which concerns believers and disbe- 
lievers alike ; and all should consider it in a 
spirit of humility and anxious inquiry. 


“SCIENCE” NOT OMNISCIENCE. 
Harcken, the evolutionist, at a dinner 


given him in Paris by some French savants 
a fortnight ago, made an informal reply to 
VircHow’s speech last year at Munich before 
the Congress of German Naturalists. No 
piece of scientific literature since the appear- 
ance of Darwin's theories about the descent 
of man and the origin of species has created 
the sensation made by Vircnow’s address. It 
was a protest by the first of German pathol- 
ogists, and one of the first of German scien- 
tific men, against the assumptions by men 
like Haxrcxen, the author of a History of 
Creation, of universal knowledge of every 
mystery of life and its origin. Its delivery 
profoundly stirred the able men to whom it 
was first spoken, and, published in German 
and English, it has been widely read. 
Its influence has been felt chief- 
ly among the leaders of scient fle 
thought. The lecturers, magazinists, and 
other scientific commission-men have 
done no little suppression of it to save their 
reputation as universal oracles. Tux Tan- 
UNE gave its readers the substance of Prof. 
Vincuow’s remarkable paper at the time of 
its delivery. The scientific world has been 
waiting twelve months for the answer 
Harcket would make to the calm and cut- 
ting exposure of the gap between the real 
facts of science and his ‘ presumptuous 
judgments.” 

In an essay recently printed he took the 
ground that Vircnow is a Jesuit, and, at the 
Paris dinner, argued that those who deny 
the descent of man from the ape prove it 
thereby. Vircuow had said that the hypoth- 
esis of the spontaneous generation of life 
from dead matter was only an hypothesis, 
that the materialistic theory of mind was not 
proved, that the doctrines of evolution could 
not be universally accepted, and that, 
strong as was his predisposition in favor 
of the brute origin of man, he had 
to confess thit the evidence was the other 
way, as the very oldest fossil skulls found 
would be an ornament to modern shoulders. 
The sympathy VInchow freely avowed with 
those who sought to establish these points 
could not prevent him, as a lover of trutb, 
from declaring that all these hypotheses were 
unproven, and that they must not, above all 
things, be taught as achievements of science. 

To these conservative words, spoken in 
the true interest of knowledge, Harcke 
makes the vulgar replies we have quoted. 
In his speech he added a new scientific dog- 
ma to be chattered about by the parrot-like 
disciples of the Church of Scientific Infalli- 
bihty. He asserted that the primitive life- 
organisms were formed chemically by spon- 
taneous generation at the bottom of 
the sea, like saline crystals in waters, 
and that natural selection and the 
struggle for existence had done the 
rest. Such astyle of argument, such wild 
pretensions to a knowledge that does not 
exist, show that Vincnow was right. It isa 
public duty to expose to the ee 
especially to the young and enthusiast stu- 
dents ot science, the charlatanism of such 
men. Farapay thought the besetting intel- 
lectual vice of the day was presumptuous 
judgments. Science is knowledge. Knowl- 
edge should correct, not foster, this fault. 
It 1s time there should be a reaction against 
the too-numerous class of scientific writers 
and speakers who, like HagckEL, are omuis- 
cient by trade. 


BLACKMAILING AS A FINE ART. 

Blackmailing in its various phases is prob- 
ably more successfully practiced in this coun- 
try at the present time than in any other 
country or at any other period of the world. 
It is impossible to conceive of a more revolt- 
ing process of extortion; and yet, owing to 
the peculiar nature of the crime and certain 
characteristics of the American people, a 
sort of tacit immunity has been extended to 
those who profit by it. It has undoubtedly 
received a special encouragement from the 
toleration in this country of ceriain practices 
thet are always condemned and generally 
punished elsewhere. Political blackmail, 
for instance, has become so common that it 
has ceased to be regarded as criminal, and is 
treated rather as an essential of politics. 
Few men consent to go into politi- 
cal contests who are not prepared 
to submit to. blackmail in order to 
get their nominations, further blackmail to 
get elected, and continued blackmail in the 
possession of their, offices after securing 
them. There isa setof unscrupulous and 
rapacious fellows in every large community 
who live upon office-seekers and office- 
holders, and party practice has virtually 
sanctioned the system of enforced assess- 
ments as a condition of retaining place. 
There are also several modifications of com- 
mercial blackmail in the way of commissions 
and collections that have come to be ac- 
cepted as legitimate, though they are in- 
irinsically disreputable. Almost every per- 
son has had experience, more or less fre- 
quent, according to position and means, of 
paying out money under mental protest 
against the particular political, commercial, 
or social pressure brought to bear upon him. 
Every instance is a phase of blackmail, and 
all help to weaken the power of resistance 
and accustom the community to a toleration 
of the vice. 

The most villainous kind of blackmail, of 
course, is that which extorts money by 
threatening exposure of some actual or as- 
sumed irregularity in the moral or social 
career of the victim. There are two Ameri- 
can characteristics which are _ peculiarly 
favorable to the successful operation;of this 
species of blackmail. First, therd is no 
people who 89 ostentatiously condemn im- 
proper relations of the sexes, and, secondly, 
there is no people who are so ready to credit 
any charge of irregularity in this respect. 
A man or woman threatened with an ex- 
posure of improper sexual relations, 
whether guilty or innocent, feels sure 
that the charge will be generally be- 
lieved, and that no extenuation will 
be granted. These cases are given special 
prominence by many of the newspapers, and 
they assume a sensational character that is 
highly offensive to all who are involved, no 
matter what the outcome may be. This 
condition of things alone would give the 
blackmailer peculiar advantages for plying 
his trade ; but it is further supplemented by 
the circumstance that, wheg the biter is 
bitten and the blackmailer exposed, the law 
and the practice of the Courts allow the of- 
fender either to go uvpunished altogefher or 
to escape with a penalty ludicrously out of 
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the offense. 5 

It is because of these conditions that the 
community should be grateful to every one 
who has the moral courage to face the 
blackmailer, and expose and defeat him. 
The gentlemen composing the firm of Matson 
& Co., who are now engaged in prosecuting 
one Dr. Szcorp and a Mrs, Inw, should 
have the moral support of all the decent 
people of the community ip their effort to 
break down what is said to be the wofst 
ring of blackmailers ever organized in this 
city. It is not necessary to recount the dis- 
gusting details of the case now before the 
public. It is sufficient to say that the pre- 
liminary examination shows they succeeded 
in getting into their clutches a man employed 
in a jewelry house, threatened an exposure 
of his Uaisons unless bountifully supplied 
with hush-money, and thus terrified him 
into robbing his empleyers. The evidence 
given is to the effect that these people took 
from their victim the jewelry he had stolen, 
knowing it to be stolen, and constantly 
urged him to new thefts. No matter how 
depraved Mancher may be, his crime 
is almost venial as compared with 
that with which the blackmailers stand 
charged, and the vice and weakness 
of their victim should only serve 
to aggravate the offense of those who preyed 
upon him. There are rumors to the effect 
that the accused have been engaged in other 
schemes of blackmail; and one of the part- 
ners in the firm siated that their resources 
are so large and their schemes so far-reach- 
ing that one of the leading detectives of 
the cowhtry expressed the belief that it 
would be dangerous to attack them. It 
is said that efforts will be made to 
drag in persons whom the same parties 
have previously blackmailed, in order that 
the former may be compelled to use their 
influencé to suppress the prosecution. One 
of the attorneys in the case even went so far 
as to insinuate that one of the partners en- 
gaged in the prosecution had been involved 
in immoral relations,—a charge which seems 
to have been utterly. without foundation. 
But that charge, if true, would have no 
bearing whatever on the case in hand, and 
should command no hearing, either from 
the Court.or the public. If the man and 
woman Srcorp and Inu are guilty, as 
charged, of combined blackmail and robbery, 
no means should be spared to punish them to 
the full extent of the law; and if there are 
others besides Marcnuist who have been 
weak evough to yield to their arts and 
threats, these persons should be the first and 
most active in assisting the present prosecu- 
tion. In any other country the case against 
Seconp and Irwin would be tried on its own 
merits, and no extraneous charges of irregu- 
lar or immoral acts by others would be ad- 
mitted; and that is the only lawful and 
proper way to proceed. 
lesson should be taught that biackmailing is 

dangerous as well as an infamous business. 
Whether the victim to blackmail has been 
betrayed by conscious guilt or has yielded 
from lack of moral courage, the same pun- 
ishment should always be meted out to the 
blackmailer, whose vocation is equally vile 
and nefarious.

Victor Hvuco has become responsible for 
a very hard reputation for Luczezi14 Boreta, 
although his legend has become principally 
familiar to the general publie through the 
score of Donizetr1, who set it to music. 
Where one person has studied her character 
in history, a thousand have derived all their 
information of her from the melodious pages 
of Dontzertris work and the dramatic 
personations of Grist, Titrens, Zucom, 
PARODI, or Parvpa. From these sources the 
world has formed its idea of Lucrezia Bon- 
Gia, aud it has not been a very pleasant one, 
She has been accused of leading an extremely 
abandoned life; of holding dishonorable re- 
lations with ALEXANDER VI.; of administer- 
ing poison to her near relatives and friends ; 
of giving orgies, whereupon Genarro struck 
off the first letter of her surname from the 
inscription over the gate of her palace. It 
is charged that she connived at the assassina- 
tions of her lovers. To sum it up, she has 
been represented as the monster of all the 
ages, whose name is synonymous with every 
conceivable crime. 

A German cavalier, Herr Grecorovrivs, has 
at last rushed to her rescue, and published a 
life of her, based upon original documents 
and contemporary correspondence, which 
places her before the world in a very differ- 
ent light, although even his pictare is not 
that of a mother in Israel nora pattern of 
all the womanly virtues. A brief sketch of 
her life from the pages of Grecorovivs will 
be interesting. So far from being the mis- 
tress of ALEXANDER VI. she was his daugh- 
ter. She was betrothed at the age of 11, 
but the betrothal was set aside by her father, 
and, iu the interest of her brother Casar, 
she was married to Jon Srorza, Lord of 
Pesaro. After an alliance with the Srorzas 
was of no further use to him, Al AND set 
aside the marriage, and would have pro- 
cured the assassination of Srorza had not 
Lucrezia warned him to fly. She was then 
married to ALroxso of Arragon, who was 
put to death by assassins in the pay of her 
brother Casar. In order to establish an 
alliance with the French party she was mar- 
ried toALronso DEE, the heir-presumptive 
to the Duchy of Ferrara, who figures as the 
heavy basso in Donizetti's work. As the 
Duchess of Ferrara, it is claimed that she 
led an exemplary life. She had so ingra- 
tiated herself into the affections of her hus- 
band that when Lovrs* XII., after the death 
of ALEXANDER VI., suggested to him the 
union might be declared illegal, he refused to 
have it so. Instead of administering anti- 


dotes to her son ( tENARRO, she had no son. 


Instead of pickmg up lovers in the street 
and then offering them cups of poisoned 
wine at the bidding of the jealous Duke, 
thereby giving them opportunities to sing 
bewitching brindisis, a 4a Maffeo Orsini, she 
was, according to GreGcorovivs, charitable 
and devout; was an intelligent patroness 
of art and literature; was even a 
careful housewife, who kept her own 
accounts of family expenses and made out 
her own washing-bills. She took Bemwpo and 
Aniosto under her protection, and they cele- 
brated her virtues in their poems. Would 
these gentle, timorous poets have trusted 
themselves to a she-devil engaged in poison- 
ing all the gilded youth of Ferrara, who 
might take it into her head at any times 
when the metre of their verses halted to 
order coffins for two? “She was a good 
mother,” says Grecorovivs, and., when in 
1519 she found herself dying from the 
effects of childbirth, she wrote a calm, 
courageous letter to Pope Leo X. asking for 
his blessing.” .

The Paris Temne has recently published tne 
personal statement of the Prince Annas 
Mirza, brother of the Shah of Persia, which 
gives some curious illustrations ot the disad- 
vantages of being a scion of royalty. from 
his statement it appears that, upon the death of 
his father, the Shah resolved to put out his 
eves. Throuch the assistance of the English 
aud Russian Legations he escaped and went to 
Bagdad, where he lived for twenty years. During 
a pilgrimage of the Shah he met him at Bagdad, 
and was invi‘ed to return to Persia, but de- 
clined. The Shah then tried to induce the Sul- 
tan to give him up, but he refused. When the 
relations between Russia and Turkey grew 
critical, the Snah wrote to him apd begged hun 
to come to Teheran, and the English Resuent at 
Bagdad advised him to go. but still he declined. 
Thereupon England so ivtcrvened that the 
Turks gave him the choice of returning to 
Persia or of being interned in Eevpt. He de- 
cided to returnto Persia, was received with 
honor by the Shah, and appointed Governor of 
Zenguian. Ile had no sooner reached Zenguian 
than a revolt broke out against the Shah ou tne 
very eve of hisdeparture for Europe. The 
Shah excented a lot of the rebels and then 
threatened todo the same for his brother when 
be returned from his pleasure trip. Six days 
after, he received news that his doom was 
settled. He immediately fled, crossed the 
Kussian frontier, and has now placed himself in 
the hands of the Czar for safety. Some of the 
English papers are already begining to specu- 
late upon the use Russia may make of him in 
the new Asiatic imbroglio.

Russia Takes No Responsibility 
for the Action of the 
Ameer.

THE EAST. 
GOING HOME. 

Lonpon, Sept. 28.—A special dispatch from 
Constantinople, under date of Thursday, Sept. 
26, says: The Russians continue to retreat on 
Kirk-Killissa and Adrianople, where they ex- 
pect to arrive about the 2d of October. Yester- 
day Gen. Skobeloff, with the Fourth Corps, was 
at Tchataldja, and was about to move to 
Tehorlu, where be will be joined by the Ninth 
Corps, which lately occupied the country be- 
tween Rodosto and the northern shore of the 
Gulf of Saros, and a large part of which was 
concentrated before the Bulair lines. It has 
been arranged that the Turkish infantry shall 
advance, keebing at a distance of twenty-five 
kilometers. The intervening space will be in a 
great part occupied by small bodies of cavalry 
in the hope of preventing disorders. Gen. 
Skobeloff has issued public notice that 
a €ourt-martial will be formed, and all persons 
convicted of certain specific crimes will be pun- 
ished by death. 

DISORDERS. 

Some people who arrived last night bv train 
report that disorders occurred in a village near 
Buvuk-Tehekmedji immediately after the de- 
parture of the Russsians. 

REFORMS. 

Though the scheme of reforms recommended 
by the British Goverument has been accepted in 
principle, no formal auswer has yet been given 
by the Porte. The delay is caused chiefly by 
the consideration that it will be extremely 
difficult to tind Kuglishmen sufficiently ac- 
quaiuted with the Turkish language and law to 
fili worthily the posts of Assessors or Judges in 
the new courts of appeal. 

FINANCIAL COMMISSION. 

Steps are being taken to create a financial 
commission, in which there will be an Ottoman 
resident aod two foreign Vice-Presidents, one 
English and the other French. 

YRINCE LOSANOFF, ’ 
the Russian Ambassador, is expected to return 
bere from the Crimea on Sunday. 

LI ONO. 

Vienna, Sept. W. — The Duke of Wurtem- 
burg telegraphs that Liono surrendered on 
Saturday mourning. After the place was com- 
pletely invested it was bombarded by thirty- 
eight guns, which greatly damaged the fortitica- 
tions. The Turkish quarter was besieged, aud 
the iasurgeuts made several unsuccessful at- 
tempts to break out. 

DPFICIAL DENIAL. 

St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 28.—It is officially de- 
nied that Russia had anvthing to do with the 
Ameer’s rejection of the British mission. It is 
stated in official quarters that the conjectures 
of the English press to that effect are merely 


the outcome of the antagonism exist 
ing during the late war, when. it 
was admitted m consequence of the 
reports that. England was attempting 


to create difficulties in Bokhara and elsewhere 
that Russia took various measures and coutem- 
plated several expeditions to reconnoitre the 
veighboring territories, which, however, were 
countermanded at the first sign of the Congress 
resulting in peace. 

MODERATION ADVISED. 

Lonpow, Sept. 28.—Midhat Pasha has arrived 
in Canea, Crete. It is believed that the Prince 
of Wales has transmitted letters to Athens 
through Hobart Pasha favoring a moderate con- 
ciliatory arrangement between Greece and the 
Porte. Kussia has promised to support the 
claims of Greece iu the adjustment of the fron- 
tier question.

LONDON GROCERY MARKET. 
Lonpown, Sept. 28.—Wauvt of animation still 
pervades the Mincing Lane markets, but quota- 
tions, pow at a low range generally, have ust 
suffered further depression. A moderate quan- 
tity of coffee sold, foreign at about last rates, 
and plantation Ceylon at aslighf advance. Low 
descriptions are unsettled. Sugar very dull the 
greater part of the week, but closes steadier. 
Saltpetre, 6d to 12d per 100 pounds higher, ow- 
ing to the speculative demand. A few rice car 
goes sold at some reduction from recent prices. 
Tea is still flat, but importers have not pressed 


sales. Further arrivals have increased the 
stock. The quantity off-red at auction was not 
large. Indian teas were easier. 


MONEY AND STOCKS. 

The Feonom st does not think the Bank of 
England ought to reduce its rate of discount 
until after the dividends on the funds are paid. 
These are due Monday week. It also sans the 
bank bills are quoted at 4 per per cent; trade 
bills at 4%(@5c, and short loans at 5 per cent, 
which sh@vs that the resources ot the money 
market are comparatively limited. Consols, 
Indian Governments, Indian railways, and 
home railways, all telt the influence, of the 
Afghan affair.

MANCHESTER, Sept. 27.—The (uardian’s com- 
mercial articie says: in consequence of the 
excessive supply and deiivient demand. the cot- 
ton market is again dull and lifeless. The 
declaration of actual stock of cotton at Liver- 
pool has not been received with univeral conti- 
dence. Many are of the opinion that there is 
good ground for tue belief that the supply of 
American is larger thau was returved.”’

JAPAN. 
AN UPRISING AT TOKIO. 
Wasurneton, D. C., Sept. 28.—Rear-Admira 
Patterson, commanding the naval forces on the 
Asiatic station, in a communication tothe Navy 
Department gives some of the particulars of 
the serious disturbance which occurred among 
the Imperial Guard at Tokio on the night of 
the 23d of August, and which resulted in the 
loss of forty or fifty lives. The Rear Admiral 
says: ‘The soldiers of the artillery rose at 
midnight, killed the officers of the guard, 
burned the stables, and with arms in their 
hands marched towards the imperial Palace, 
but were met by the fufantry and police, and 
were either killed or captured. It is not yet 
clearly known whether the affair had its origin 
in political causes or was occasioned by dissatis- 
faction with the alleged unfair treatment of the 
regiment, which distinguished itself in the re- 
cent Lago rebellion. Many arrests of officers, 
including the Commander of the reserve, have 
since taken olace, and vigorous precautionary 
measures have been adopted to guard against 
further outbreaks. The public mind is much 
disturbed. and further troubles are anticipated. 
On the 26th of August, Prince Lawa No Miya, 
eldest son of H. I. H. Azisugawa, was adopt- 
ed by the Emperor as, his son and heir, 
and presented with the ceremonia! robe at the 
Imperial Palace in the presence of the Empress 
Dowager and others of the Imperial family. 
„On the 30th ult. his Majesty commenced his 
progress north, accompanied by a large retinue 
of officials and an armed escort of 749 men. He 
is to be absent two months.

Vanderbilt has secured the control of the American 

lines by which the Grand Trunk has hitherto suc- 

ceeded in reaching Chicago. His intention is.

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In New York on Saturday greenbacks ruled 
steadily at 993 cents on the dollar in gold 
and silver coin. 


A St. Petersburg dispatch announces that 
the Russian Government has had no hand 
in fostering or encouraging the spirit ex- 
hibited by the Ameer of Cabul 
in hie dealings with the English 
Euvoy; that in any hostilities that may 
spring from the Ameer's action Russia will 
remain strictly neutral, and will also furnish 
both belligerents arms with which they may 
shoot each other to their hearts’ content. 


Dispatches from Norwall:, Conn., an- 
nounce another marine disaster, whereby 
six persons were killed and some twenty 
more or less injured by scalding steam. The 
steamer Adelphi exploded her boilers when a 
mile from her dock. The vessel was an old 
one, and formerly ran in the North River 
trade. An inspection during last June pro- 
nounced her perfectly safe. There are many 
tubs afloat which will be considered per- 
fectiy safe till their boilers burst or hulls fall 
to pieces. 


Cuen Lan Pry, the venerable Minister 
Plenipotentiary from China, who passed 


through Chicago about two months ago, - 


yesterday presented his credentials to Presi- 
dent His. The ceremony was a private 
one, none being admitted except those hold- 
ing high place at Washington. His cre- 
dentials were of a broad, catholic tenor, 
and refreshingly free from the dip- 
' lomatic verbiage in which documents 
of hke character are usually couched. 
In brief, the Emperor of China recognized 
that his and all other nations are members 
of one human family, and he hoped that the 
relations between the two Governments 
might be marked with a lasting peace. The 
Emperor never heard of Krarnry. 


For many years France and Germany 
have successfully manufactured a good 
quality of sugar from beet-roots. It has 
long been known that corn-stalks possessed 
an unknown quantity of saccharine matter: 
but until Prof. Coturer, the chemist of the 
Department of Agriculture, took hold 
of’ the problem, che possibility of 
converting this matter into a mer- 
chantable article of sugar was never 
seriousiy entertained. With an old second. 
hand sorghum-mniil in an imperfect condi- 
tion he obtained 781 pounds of good crystal- 
lized sugars from 27,000 pounds of corn- 
stalks, or about 34 per cent. Gen. Lz Doc, 
the Agricultural Commissioner, is highly 
pleased with the result obtained, and be- 
lieves that, with energy and improved nia- 
chinery, ooru-sugar will eventually become 
one of the staple productions of the nation. 


The “unwashed” had it all to themselves 
yesterday.

rejoice at the defeat of the whisky-stealing 
Ganger and perjurer, ex-Ald. Hruprets, of 
the Seventh Ward, who worked hard to 
secure the Senatorial nomination from the 
Third District.

COOK COUNTY LEGISLATIVE CANDIDATES. 
Within the next few weeks there will be 


primary meetings for the election of dele- 
gates to conventions, and the nominations 
by conventions of candidates for Senators 
and Representatives in the General Assem- 
bly. Tae Trrune has repeatedly urged 


upon the people of Chicago, of both parties, 


the fact that this city has interests of an im- 
portant character for the protection and pres- 
ervation of which she must look tothe Legis- 
lature, and for intelligent action m regard to 
which by the Legislature she must depend 
on the ability and experience of the mem- 
bers appointed by this county. In this re- 
spect Democrats and Republicans have a 
common interest. Chicago has more di- 
rect, and, in some _ respects, deeper, 
substantial interests at stake in the pro- 
ceedings and action of the State Legislature 
than she has in the proceedings and action 
of Congress, and this city can less afford to 
be weakly and unintelligently represented in 
the General Assembly than she can in either 
House of Congress. It is true that there is 
a Senator of the United States to be elected 
at the meeting of the Legislature in Janu- 
ary, and that it is desirable for party pur- 
poses to secure as many Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature as possible; never- 
theless, the true interests of Chicago will 
always be best preserved by defeating any 
candidate for the Legislature, by whatever 
party he may be nominated, who is personal- 
ly, morally, or mentally unfit for Assembly- 
man. The responsibility is not upon the 
voter, who but does his duty to himself and 
the public, but the responsibility is upon 
those who, as members of Nominating Con- 
ventions, select as candidates those who can- 
not be elected without publie disgrace and 
public injury. 

It is just as possible for the Nominating 
Conventions of both parties to select as can- 
didates honest, intelligent, respectable, and 
experienced men, as it is to select men of a 
different character. To nominate fit men to 
represent the city in the Legisiature is to in- 
vite public respect and popular favor, and 
secure party success. As a matter of mere 
party policy. each party ought to seek the 
great advantage of having candidates for 
whom any man might vote confidently and 
approvingly. In such case the voters would 
all be free to vote their party ticket, satisfied 
that the interests of the city would be safe, 
no matter who should be elected. It is well 
to understand now, andin advance, that a 
party nomination for membership in the 
Legislature will not be accepted as binding 
upon varty allegiance if the candidate be un- 
fit for the office. The loss of a vote for 
United States Senator will be accepted in 
preference to the humiliation of voting for a 
candidate to the Legislature when that can- 
didate or t not to be elected This is 
equally app. able to both parties, but espe- 
cially so to the Republicans. 

One of the Legislative districts where the 
choice of Senator and of the third Repre- 
sentative largely depends, because of the 
closeness of the vote, on the standing and 
character of the men who may be nominated, 
is the First District. This consists of the 
First, Ninth, and Tenth Wards. Ona which 
side the political majority in this district 
rests is sufliciently uncertain to render it 
necessary for the Republicans to select as 
candidates men who have the strength to 
poll the full vote of their party. Four years 
ago the First Senatorial District was lost iu 
consequence Of making a weak nomination, 
and a repetition of the blunder will result 
exactly the same way. The responsibility 
for the loss of a Republican Senator will not 
rest on those Republicans who may defgat 
an improper candidate, but on the Conven- 
tion who may nominate him. 

The Republicans in the other districts feel 
more confident of success. They may gain 
a Senator m the Seventh District, and can 
re-elect a Republican in the Fifth District. 
Republicans holfi over in the Second and 
Fourth Districts. If with this they can recsver 
the First District, which was thrown away 
four years ago, they will have five of the 
seven Senators from the county, and secure 
two Representatives from each of the five 
districts, and one from each of the other two 
districts,—-giving them five Senators and 
twelve Representatives, or seventeen votes 
in allout of the twenty-eight members to 
which the county 1s entitled. 

There is a prospect that at the coming 
election there will be candidates in each 
Legislative district nominated and supported 
by the Fiatists or Communists, or both. 
This introduces an element‘of uncertainty, 


* 


which will be felt more particularly in the 


Third, Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Districts, 
aud will render it all the more necessary that 
there be no divisionsamong the Republicans. 
Such divisions may be more surely avoid- 
ed by having candidates who, by their 
personal fitness, their capability, and general 
character, will have the confidence and sup- 
port of the voters of their own party, and of 
the disgusted voters of the opposition. A 
Legislative ticket made up of first-class citi- 
zens will contribute much to the general 
stréngth of the party at the coming election, 
when all that strength will be needed-against 
n unscrupulous opposition, which is very 
confident of making a complete sweep, 


ARE BETTER TIMES COMING? 

We notice that many of the best business 
men of the country who have lived long 
enough to witness times of depression before 
this one, and the revivals following them, 
believe that the country stands on the thresh- 
old of a new era of prosperity. 

They say that the period of contraction is 
substantially at an end; that the necessities 
of life are so low as to make the wages of the 
present day better for those who receive 
them than were the high wages of the period 


of inflation; that there are abundant evi-- 


dences of the rapid growth of our foreign 
commerce; that the country has been en- 
riched by the large crops of several past 
years, sold mostly at good prices; and that the 
people have learned habits of economy, which 
result in increasing the national wealth. 

It would seem that this reasoning is in the 
main correct. Undeniable statistics show 
that the production of nearly all the necessi- 
ties of life, including food, fuel, and cloth- 
ing, have largely increased during the past 
dozen years. The redistribution of property 
arising out of the failure of speculators and 
rash ventures is nearly completed. 

One of the most promising signs for the 
future is the tendency of our urban popula- 
tion to the land, where at least they become 
producers for themselves instead of con- 
sumers, while at the same time our manufac- 
turers are thoroughly awake to the necessity 


rying trade,—one of our glories before the 
War,—it has not had since 1860. 

Four years ago many of our manufacturers 
were deemed rash adventurers in their ex- 
periments in sending their protiucts to for- 
eign countries and attempting to compete in 
their markets with manufacturers there. They 
are now complimented for the enterprise 
then shown, as the trade so doubtfully com- 
menced has proved successful, and is in- 
creasing to such a degree as to create alarm 
among the manufacturers of the other Con- 
tinent. 

Epwarp Arxrnson, Esq., one of the high- 
est authorities on the subject, concurs in the 
opinion that the country is on the upward 
turn. In 1869 he accurately foretold what 
would be the result of the paper-money infla- 
tion and speculation of that period. He said 
at that time: ‘‘ Contraction until our cur- 
rency comes to the standard which regulates 
itself—that is, the specie standard, cost 
what it will, and hurt whom it may—is the 
only cure. If it does not come through vol- 
untary legislation it will come through in- 
volugtary bankruptcy.” 

The experience of the country through the 
dreary years since 1873 has justified these 
words, and it is the more pleasing to find 
that he who wrote them now sees reason to 
believe that a revival of prosperity is at hand. 
He has in his reasoning proved conclusively 
that we have already made up the losses of 


the War and of the succeeding disastrous, 


period of inflation and speculation. But he 
points out that, in a time of universal econ- 
omy and retrenchment, the middlemen,—the 
retailers,-who became too numerous during 
the inflation period, find themselves to a 
large extent flung out, and these need to ac- 
commodate themselves to the new order of 
things,—they must become producers or 
suffer want and distress. 

Mr. ATKINSON says that The limit of the 
fall of prices has been reached, and that in 
the practical disappearance of the so-called 
premium on gold we have evidence that our 
normal commercial relations with the world 
are about restored.” 

Congress has adjourned, doing far less 
harm than was feared, and we have little 
reason to fear we shall in the immediate 
future have violent changes in the tariff or 
the currency laws, aud that merchants and 
manufacturers need not fear disturbing legis, 
lation for a long time to come. 

Many experienced men do not agree with 
the policy of the Secretary of the Treasury ; 
but they see at any rate that he has a policy, 
and is inclined to adhere to t. and for two 
years more at least we need not dread 
change, ora policy so vacillating that our 
people may not know on what to base their 
calculations. 

What is still needed 1s that a large portion 
of our population shall adapt itself to other 
industries than those into which it was 
drawn by the demands of the War and the 
period immediately following it. 

It is absurd to say that we have too many 
people in this country, when so many fertile 
acres awaitthe plow. We have not people 
enough. 

It is our good fortune, beyond all other 
civilized countries, that we have an abundance 
of cheap and fertile lands on which those 
whom new inventions throw out of employ- 
ment can find a more independent subsist- 
ence than factory operatives ever have. 
Waat and distress have sensibly stimulated 
the enterprise and skill of our people. 
Economy has become the rule, and is no 
longer the exception. 

A greater number of men and women are 
willing to work for a living than at any time 
since tho War. Few men are making for- 
tunes rapidly, and rask speculation has re- 
ceived n blow from which it will pot imme- 
diately recover; but faithful and honest labor 
is already getting the moderate reward with 
which it was satisfied before the War. There 
is but little doubt that, if the people who now 
cry about the severe pressure of the times 
could be examined, it would be found that 
they consist ma nly of two classes,#tramps, 
aud speculators who bought at the top of an 
inflated market and are now suffering the 
results of their incautions adventures. 


We have never been so sanguine as many ‘ 


of our countrymen in predicting a sudden 
return to the values established during the 
War, and maintained for years succeeding it, 
especially in regard to real estate; still we 
believe that months ago we had experienced 
all the decline in prices the return to specie- 
payment would bring us, and that much of 
the property of tuis kind of the country had 
come into stronger hands, and is now gener- 
ally owned by classes who would submit to 
no more depreciation in prices, believing 
that in location with prospects for growth 
and improvement it is too low already, and 
that in such cases it is sure of such an appre- 
ciation in priceas will cause investments in it 
to pay a much better percentage than if in- 
vested in Government bonds or in ordinary 
business, and without the dangers attend- 
ant upon intrusting it to savings banks and 
trust companies as generally conducted. 

In a close review of the various periods of 
depression to ‘vhich our country in the past 
has been subjected in all its interests, one 
fact is conclusively shown in every case: 
that the return to former high values has 
been much more sudden than the decline: 
that the grade is much shorter and, steeper 
to prosperity and appreciation in values than 
is the pathway down. 

Realizing that many of the prices obtained 
for property in the past have been specula- 
tive in a great degree, we feel confident that 
prices will, in the future, in growing busi- 
ness centres, be higher than ever before, for 
the reason that they will be legitimate, 
because actually demanded for business 
and residence, and because property in 
Western cities has never yet sold at pric es 
obtained in the cities of t he East, and that 
in coming years those who had confidence in 
the value of their property during these 
dreary years of depression will have no 
cause to regret their faith in the future, and 
act in accordance with their belief in hold- 
ing it for better times. 

During the past year the wonderful sale 
of low interest-bearing Government bonds 
has shown that the money was not de- 
manded for tho business of the country, or 
that the people had not confidence to invest 
it in business or in permanent investments ; 
but during the past few months the pur- 
chase from the Government has nearly 
stopped, and purchasers have become sellers, 
because they had renewed faith in the future, 
and were loaning the proceeds - at bigher 
rates, or investing it in something upon 
which they expected to realize an advance in 
price. 

The jobbing trade of our city has not 
been so large since the panic as during the 
past few months, and the large balance of 
trade in our favor in excess of exports over 
imports for the past three years shows the 
generai condition of the country: that we

ENTERPRISE. 

The October number of the Atlantic 
Monthly contains a remarkable article on 
Certain Dangerous Tendencies in American 
Life.” The author of it is variously said to 
be James Freeman CLARK, Dr. BNLLO ws, or 
the Rev. M. J. Savace. But there seems to 
be no reason for preferring one name to 
another, save the internal evidence that the 
writer must be a Liberal Christian. Some 
of the tendencies referred to are explained 


by showing the disposition of the people and | 


Government to indulge extravagant tastes; 
the degradation of manual labor; the 
passionate greed of the people for riches, 
and the loosening of moral restraints caused 
by it; the hostility of a large number of 
workmen towards their employers; the 
hatred of property-rights by many of those 
who have no property; the contempt of the 
common people for art and the instruments 
of culture; the low tone of public life; the 
misdirection of educational influences ; and 
the inefficiency of religion to correct the 
cvils complained of. These are great sub- 
jects. Almost any of them, properly han- 
died, might suffice for an essay. We shall 
not attempt to notice the magazine-writer's 
discussion of them all, nor even to show the 
relations which in his mind they bear to each 
other, but will be content to give an idea of 
his argument in regard to the religious ten- 
dencies of the times. 

Religion at present, he believes, holds out 
no promise of counteracting the destructive 
socialistic tendencies of the people. Under 
ordinary circumstances it would be the first 
remedial agent appealed to. It furnishes, or 
has furnished, precisely those restraints 
which are necessary to keep society in a tol- 
erable state of purity. But it can no longer 
provide those restraints, because it has itself 
suffered from the moral contagion arising 
from the extravagance following the War; 
it needs all its energies for its own restora- 
tion. The disintegration of religion,” 
says this writer, has proceeded rapidly.” 
The Church is now, for the most part, a 
depository of social rather than of religious 
influerftes.” ‘‘For a very large class the 
Church furnishes opportunity for a pleasant 
social life which is in no way different fram 
the social life of amiable, intelligent people 
out of the Church.” They have developed a 
religion which is not religious. Church- 
work is for them, in all its forms, a kind of 
sa@red amusement. Public worship is an 
esthetic entertainment.” Of the ministers 
to these Churches the same writer says: 
They believe even less than their people 
of the doctrines of their creeds.” ‘ Their 
preaching is usually far more intellectual 
than formerly, but is not, based on the 
creeds.” Churches managed on this plan, 
it is obvious, have no room for poor peo- 
ple. These feel more and more that the 
Church is no Place for them. ‘There 
is for them usually no fraternal associa- 
tions with their more fortunate neighbors 
in the Church; no wholesome, uatural, 
cordial relations between them as hunian 
beings or brethren.” And there is a very 
large class, not extremely poor, but who are 
obliged to practice rigid economy, who also 
are passing out of the Church in consequence 
of the same unfraternal feeling on the part 
of their richer neighbors. 

Below ail the classes yet mentioned as to 
intellectual character or equipment there is 
a larger number in whom prehistoric or 
savage thought stiil survives with very 
slight modification from science or any other 
modern influence.” They believe in luck, 
omens, dreams, and spirits. Many of them 
are members of Evangelical Churches. 
The magazine-writer believes (and here 
he is both un just and absurd) 
that a majority of the members of 
the Evangelical Churches of this country 
have at some time consulted the spirits of 
dead peop® by the help of some gpost-seer 
or medium. This might be done out of 
curiosity, without the residuum of a belief 
thet any results would come from the con- 
sultation; and, even with thie qualification, 
the estimate is manifestly inaccurate and 
prejudiced. But it is, within limits, true 
that this class of people— in whom the 
methods of prehistorie thought and tenden- 
cies are still dominant — includes several 
millions of our countrymen, who incline to 
think nearly all labor unnecessary, and to 
regard employers as oppressors who defraud 
workingmen of thelarger part of the fruits of 
their labor. We recognize the existence and 
influence of this large class, while we do 
not agree with the writer in saying that it 
embraces many Evangelical Christians. The 
principles of Evangelical Christianity, what- 
ever its practice may be, are utterly opposed 
to the spirit of modern Socialism. The 
failure of the Church, so far as it has failed, 
to counteract the recent dangerous tenden- 
cies in American life, has been due to the 
apathy of its leaders, not to any want of 
authority for action. 

The tendency of the people to substitute 
the shadow of wealth for the substance, to 
regard the possession of it as an end justify- 
ing the use of apy means, and to make 
enemies of all who have more than 
the average share of it, being taken for 
granted, what are the remedies? The 
restraints of morality aud religion are not 
sufficient. No others are available. They 
must be strengthened. Which seems likely 
to be the more efficacious for the purpose ? 
The Atlantic writer seems to favor the 
divorce of morality from religion, and the re- 
inforcement of the former at the expense of 
the latter. We are not prepared to go to this 
length, because we have not yet seen all the 
signs of the failure of religion that he has 
pointed ont. There is much justice in what 
he has said. There are many churches like 
those which he describes in this city and in 
every large city,—churches where polite 
social organization is the main thing; where 
the poor are not welcomed; where the pastors 
preach a gilded and superfined morality 
for the rich only; and where the sanctimo- 
nious profession of better principles than 
one’s neighbor acts upon is called the fulfill- 
ing of the law. But these churches are in 
no respect representative. They are the 
whited sepulchres. To them belongs not 
even the distinction of disgracing religion, 
for there is no religion in them. Let them, 
therefore, have their worldly comfort and 
prosperity. They have no place, either for 
good or evil, in any true missionary enter- 
prise, and particularly not in any scheme 
ol chat benevolent charity which begins at 
home. There are other agencies more pow- 
erful and purer, which, still clinging to 
religion, make it an@active principle. 
These are the country churches, the 
churches of the poor, and such oth- 
ers as have not lost the missionary 
spirit. These organizations offer the chan- 
nels through which the efforts to regen- 
erate American society can be properly 
directed. They are better than the means 
the Atlantic writer suggests, inasmuch as 
they are already established, and have a basis 


ence. It is much more reasonable to hope 
for success through them than in any other 
agencies for the diffusion of a new cult- 
ure” which the Atlantic writer can suggest. 
The problem is, indeed, how to quicken and 
revivify the Church in such a mauner that it 
will meet the enemy bravely and come off 
from the contest victoriously. This is a 
problem which concerns believers and disbe- 
lievers alike ; and all should consider it in a 
spirit of humility and anxious inquiry. 


“SCIENCE” NOT OMNISCIENCE. 
Harcxen, the evolutionist, at a dinner 


given him in Paris by some French savants 
a fortnight ago, made an informal reply to 
Vircuow’s speech last year at Munich before 
the Congress of German Naturalists. No 
piece of scientific literature since the appear- 
ance of Darwtn’s theories about the descent 
of man and the origin of species has created 
the sensation made by Viacnow’s address. It 
was a protest by the first of German pathol- 
ogists, and one of the first of German scien- 
tific men, against the assumptions by men 
like HArxckrr, the author of a History of 
Creation, of universal knowledge of every 
mystery of life and its origin. Its delivery 
profoundly stirred the able men to whom it 
was first spoken, and, published in German 
and English, it has been widely read. 
Its influence. has been felt chief- 
ly among the ‘leaders of scient fle 
thought. The lecturers, magazinists, and 
other scientific commission-men have 
done no little suppression of it to save their 
reputation as universal oracles. Tux Trrs- 
UNE gave its readers the substance of Prof. 
Vircnow’s remarkable paper at the time of 
its delivery. The scientific world has been 
waiting twelve months for the answer 
Harcket would make to the calm and cut- 
ting exposure of the gap between the real 
facts of science and his ‘ presumptuous 
judgments.” 

In an essay recently printed he took the 
ground that Vircaow is a Jesuit, and, at the 
Paris dinner, argued that those who deny 
the descent of man from the ape prove it 
thereby. Vircnow had said that the hypoth- 
esis of the spontaneous generation of life 
from dead matter was only an hypothesis, 
that the materialistic theory of mind was not 
proved, that the doctrines of evolution could 
not be universally accepted, and that, 
strong as was his predisposition in favor 
of the brute origin of man, he had 
to confess thit the evidence was the other 
way, as the very oldest fossil skulls found 
would be an ornament to modern shoulders. 
The sympathy Vircuow freely avowed with 
those who sought to establish these points 
could not prevent him, as a lover of trutb, 
from declaring that all these hypotheses were 
unproven, and that they must not, above all 
things, be taught as achievements of science. 

To these conservative words, spoken in 
the true interest of knowledge, Harcker 
makes the vulgar replies we have quoted. 
In his speech he added a new scientific dog- 
ma to be chattered about by the parrot-like 
disciples of the Church of Scientific Infalli- 
bihty. He asserted that the primitive life- 
organisms were formed chemically by spon- 
taneous generation at the bottom of 
the sea, like saline crystals in waters, 
and that natural selection and the 
struggle for existence had done the 
rest. Such a style of argument, such wild 
pretensions to a knowledge that does not 
exist, show that VInchow was right. It isa 
public duty to expose to the — 
especially to the young and enthusiast® stn- 
dents ot science, the charlatanism of such 
men. Farapay thought the besetting intel- 
lectual vice of the day was presumptuous 
judgments. Science is knowledge. Kuowl- 
edge should correct, not foster, this fault. 
It is time there should be a reaction against 
the too-numerous class of scientific writers 
and speakers who, like HagckEL, are ompis- 
cient by trade. 


BLACKMAILING AS A FINE ART. 

Blackmailing in its various phases is prob- 
ably more successfully practiced in this coun- 
try atthe present time than in any other 
country or at any other period of the world. 
It is impossible to conceive of a more revolt- 
ing process of extortion; and yet, owing to 
the peculiar nature of the crime and certain 
characteristics of the American people, a 
sort of tacit immunity has been extended to 
those who profit by it. It has undoubtedly 
received a special encouragement from the 
toleration in this country of certain practices 
that are always condemned and generally 
punished elsewhere. Political blackmail, 
for instance, has become so common that it 
has ceased to be regarded as criminal, and is 
treated rather as an essential of politics. 
Few men consent to go into politi- 
cal contests who are not prepared 
to submit to blackmail in order to 
get their nominations, further blackmail to 
get elected, and continued blackmail in the 
possession of their offices after securing 
them. There isa setof unscrupulous and 
rapacious fellows in every large community 
who live upon office-seekers and office. 
holders, and party practice has virtually 
sanctioned the system of enforced assess- 
ments as a condition of retaining place. 
There are also several modifications of com- 
mercial blackmail in the way of commissions 
and collections that have come to be ac- 
cepted as legitimate, though they are in- 
irinsically disreputable. Almost every per- 
son has had experience, more or less fre- 
quent, according to position and means, of 
paying out money under mental protest 
against the particular political, commercial, 
or social pressure brought to bear upon him. 
Every instance is a phase of blackmail, and 
all help to weaken the power of resistance 
and accustom the community to a toleration 
of the vice. 

The most villainous kind of blackmail, of 
course, is that which extorts money by 
threatening exposure of some actual or as- 
sumed irregularity in the moral or social 
career of the victim. There are two Ameri- 
can characteristics which are peculiarly 
favorable to the successful operation of this 
species of blackmail. First, there is no 
people who s ostentatiously condemn im- 
proper relations of the sexes, and, secondly, 
there is no people who are so ready to credit 
any charge of irregularity in this respect. 
A man or woman threatened with an ex- 

ure of improper sexual relations. 
whether guilty or innocent, feels sure 
that the charge will be generally be- 
lieved, and that no  extenuation will 
be granted. These cases are given special 
prominence by many of the newspapers, and 
they assume a sensational character that is 
highly offensive to all who are involved, no 
matter what the outcome may be. This 
condition of things alone would give the 
blackmailer peculiar advantages for plying 
his trade ; but it is further supplemented by 
the circumstance that, wheg the biter is 
bitten and the blackmailer exposed, the law 
and the practice of the Courts allow the of- 
fender either to go unpunished altogefher or 
to escape with a penalty ludicrously out of 


proportion to the blackness and enormity of 
the offense. . 

It is because of these conditions that the 
community should be grateful to every one 
who has the moral courage to face the 
blackmailer, and expose and defeat him. 
The gentlemen composing the firm of Matson 
& Co., who are now engaged in prosecuting 
one Dr. Szcorp and a Mrs. Inwm, should 
have the moral support of all the decent 
people of the community ip their effort to 
break down what is said to be the wofst 
ring of blackmailers ever organized in this 
city. It is not necessary to recount the dis- 
gusting details of the case now before the 
public. It is sufficient to say that the pre- 
liminary examination shows they succeeded 
in getting into their clutches a man employed 
in a jewelry house, threatened an exposure 
of his Haisons unless bountifully supplied 
with hush-money, and thus terrified him 
into robbing his emplcyers. The evidence 
given is to the effect that these people took 
from their victim the jewelry he had stolen, 
knowing it to be stolen, and constantly 
urged him to new thefts. No matter how 
depraved Mancutst may be, ‘his crime 
is almost venial as compared with 
that with which the blackmailers stand 
charged, and the vice and weakness 
of their victim should only serve 
to aggravate the offense of those who preyed 
upon him. Tliere are rumors to the effect 
that the accused have been engaged in other 
schemes of blackmail; and one of the part- 
ners in the firm siated that their resources 
are so large and their schemes so far-reach- 
ing that one of the leading detectives of 
the cohtry expressed the belief that it 
would be dangerous to attack them. It 
is said that efforts will be made to 
drag in persons whom the same parties 
have previously blackmailed, in order that 
the former may be compelled to use their 
influence to suppress the prosecution, One 
of the attorneys in the case even went so far 
as to insinuate that one of the partners en- 
gaged in the prosecution had been involved 
in immoral relations,—a charge which seems 
to have been utterly without foundation. 
But that charge, if true, would have no 
bearing whatever on the case in hand, and 
should command no hearing, either from 
the Court or the public. If the man and 
woman Srcorp and Irwin are guilty, as 
charged, of combined blackmail and robbery, 
no means should be spared to punish them to 
the full extent of the law; and if there are 
others besides Mancnist who have been 
weak enough to yield to their arts and 
threats, these persons should be the first and 
most active in assisting the present prosecu- 
tion. In any other ¢ountry the case against 
Seconp and Ixwin would be tried on its own 
merits, aud no extraneous charges of irregu- 
lar or immoral acts by others would be ad- 
mitted; and that is the only lawful and 
proper way to proceed. It is high time the 
jesson should be taught that biackmailing is 
a dangerous as well as an infamous business. 
Whether the victim to blackmail has been 
betrayed by conscious guilt or has yielded 
from lack of moral courage, the same pun- 
ishment hould always be meted out to the 
blackmailer, whose vocation is equally vile 
and nefarious, 


IN DEFENSE OF LUCREZIA BORGIA. 
Vicror Hueco has become responsible for 


a very hard reputation for Lucrezia Boreta, 
although his legend has become principally 
familiar to the general publie through the 
score of Donizerr1, who set it to music. 
Where one person has studied her character 
in history, a thousand have derived all their 
information of her from the melodious pages 
of Downtzerri’s work and the dramatic 
personations of Grist, Trrirxs, Zuccat, 
Parop1, or Parra. From these sources the 
world has formed its idea of Lucreziza Bon- 
aia, aud it has not been a very pleasant one, 
She has been accused of leading an extremely 
abandoned life; of holding dishonorable re- 
lations with ALEXANDER VI.; of administer- 
ing poison to her near relatives and friends ; 
of giving orgies, whereupon GEeNnarRRo struck 
off the first letter of her surname from the 
inscription over the gate of her palace. It 
1s charged that she connived at the assassina- 
tions of her lovers. ‘To sum it up, she has 
been represented as the monster of all the 
ages, whose name is synonymous with every 
conceivable crime. 

A German cavalier, Herr Grecorovrivs, has 
at last rushed to her rescue, and published a 
life of her, based upon original documents 
and contemporary correspondence, which 
places her before the world in a very differ- 
ent light, although even his pictare is not 
that of a mother in Israel nora pattern of 
all the womanly virtues. A brief sketch of 
her life from the pages of Grecorovivs will 
be interesting. So far from being the mis- 
tress of ALEXANDER VI. she was his daugh- 
ter. She was betrothed at the ageof 11, 
but the betrothal was set aside by her father, 
and, in the interest of her brother Casar, 
she was married to Jon Srorza, Lord of 
Pesaro. After an alliance with the Srorzas 
was of no further use to him, ALEXANDER set 
aside the marriage, and would have pro- 
cured the assassination of Srorza had not 
Lucrezia warned him to fly. She was then 
married to ALroxso of Arragon, who was 
put to death by assassins in the pay of her 
brother Casar. In order to establish an 
alliance with the French party she was mar- 
ried toALronso DER, the heir-presumptive 
to the Duchy of Ferrara, who figures as the 
heavy basso in Donizetri’s work. As the 
Duchess of Ferrara, it is claimed that she 
led an exemplary life. She had so ingra- 
tiated herself into the affections of her hus- 
band that when Louis XII., after the death 
of ALEXANDER VI., suggested to him the 
union might be declared illegal, he refused to 
have it so. Instead of administering anti- 


? dotes to her son GENARRO, she had no son. 


Instead of piekmg up lovers in the street 
and then offering them cups of poisoned 
wine at the bidding of the jealous Duke, 
thereby giving them opportunities to sing 
bewitching brindisis, q d Maffeo Orsini, she 
was, according to GreGorovivs, charitable 
and devout; was an intelligent patroness 
of art and literature; was even a 
careful housewife, who kept her own 
accounts of family expenses and made out 
her own washing-bills. She took BMO and 
Anrosro under her protection, and they cele- 
brated her virtues in their poems. Would 
these gentle, timorous poets have trusted 
themselves to a she-devil engaged in poison- 
ing all the gilded youth of Ferrara, who 
might take it into her head at any times 
when the metre of their verses halted to 
order coffins for two? “She was a good 
mother, says Grecorovivus, and, when in 
1519 she fougd herself dying from the 
effects of childbirth, she wrote a calm, 
courageous letter to Pope Lzo X. asking for 
his blessing.” . 

Grecorovivs, in fact, upsets many-notions 
that have been formed of her. The general 
idea of her appearance is that of a tall, 


queenly, black-eyed, and black-haired beanty, 


of commanding presence and haughty mien,

The Paris Tempe has recently published tne 
personal statement of the Prince Annas 
Mirza, brother of the Shahof Persia, which 
givessome curious illustrations of the disad- 
yantages of being a scion of royalty. From 
his statement it appears that, upon the death of 
his father, the Shah resolved to put out his 
eves. Through the assistance of the English 
and Russian Legations he escaped and went to 
Bagdad, where he lived for twenty years. During 
a pilgrimage of the Shah he met him at Bagdad, 
and was invited toreturn to Persia, but de- 
clined. The Shah then tried to induce the Sul- 
tan to give him up, but he refused. When the 
relations between Russia and Turkey grew 
critical, the Snah wrote to him aud begged hun 
tocome to Teheran, and the English Resident at 
Bagdad advised him to go, but still he declined. 
Thereupon England so ivtervenea that the 
Turks gave him the choice of returaing to 
Persia or of being interned in Eevpt. He de- 
cided to returnto Persia, was received with 
honor by the Shah, and appointed Governor of 
Zenguian. Ile had no sooner reached Zenguian 
than a revolt broke out against the Shah ou the 
very eve of hisdeparture for Europe. The 
Shah exccuteda lot of the rebels and then 
threatened to do the same for his brother when 
he returned from his pleasure trip. Six days 
after, he received news that his doom was 
settled. He immediately fled, crossed the 
Kussian frontier, and has now placed himself in 
the hands of the Czar for safety. Some of the 
English papers are already begining to specu- 
late upon the use Russia may make of him iu 
the new Asiatic imbroglio.

Russia Takes No Responsibility 
for the Action of the 
Ameer.

THE EAST, 
GOING HOME. 

LONDON, Sept. 28.—A special dispatch from 
Constantinople, under date of Thursday, Sept. 
26, savs: The Russians continue to retreat on 
Kirk-Killissa and Adrianople, where they ex- 
pect to arrive about the 2d of October. Yester- 
day Gen. Skobeloff, with the Fourth Corps, was 
at Tchataldja, and was about to move to 
Tehorlu, where be will be joined by the Ninth 
Corps, which lately occupied the country be- 
tween Rodosto and the northern shore of the 
Gulf of Saros, and a large part of which was 
concentrated before the Bulair lines. It has 
been arr§p@ed that the Turkish infantry shall 
advance, keeoing at a distance of twenty-five 
kilometers. The intervening space will be in a 
great part occupied by small bodies of cavalry 
in the hope of preventing disorders. Gen. 
Skobeloff has issued public notice that 
a €ourt-martial will be formed, and all persons 
convicted of certain specific crimes will be pun- 
ished by death. 

DISORDERS. 

Some people who arrived last night by train 
report that disorders occurred in a village near 
Buvuk-Tehekmedji immediately after the de- 
parture of the Russsians. 

REFORMS. 

Though the scheme of reforms recommended 
bv the British Government has been accepted in 
principle, no formal answer has yet been given 
by the Porte. The-deiay is caused chicfly by 
the consideration gu it will be extremely 
difficult to find uglishmen sufficiently ac- 
quaiuted with the Turkish language and law to 
fill worthily the posts of Assessors or Judges in 
the vew courts of appeal. 

FINANCIAL COMMISSION.

Itis 
stated in official quarters that the conjectures 
of the English press to that effect are merely 


the outcome of the antagonism’ exist 
ing during the late war, when it 
was admitted in consequence of the 
reports that England vas attempting 


to create difficulties in Bokhara and elsewhere 
that Russia took various measures and coutem- 
plated several expeditions to reconnoitre the 
veighborivug territories, which, however, were 
countermanded at the first sign of the Congress 
resulting in peace. 

MODERATION ADVISED. 

Lonpon, Sept. 28.—Midhat Pasha has arrived 
in Capea, Crete. It is believed that the Prince 
of Wales has transmitted letters to Athens 
through Hobart Pasha favoring a moderate con- 
ciliatory arrangement between Greece aud the 
Porte. Kussia has promised to support the 
claims of Greece iv the adjustment of the fron- 
tier question.

JAPAN. 
AN UPRISING AT TOKIO. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 25.—Rear-Admiral 
Patterson, commanding the naval forces op the 
Asiatic station, in a communication tothe Navy 
Department gives some of the particulars of 
the serious disturbance which occurred among 
the Imperial Guard at Tokio on the night of 
the 23d of August, and which resulted in the 
loss of forty or fifty lives. The Rear Admiral 
says: ‘The soldiers of the artillery rose at 
midnight, killed the officers of the guard, 
burned the stables, and with arms in their 
hands marched towards the imperial Palace, 
but were met by the iufantry and police, and 
were either killed or captured. It 15 not vet 
clearly known whether the affair had its origin 
in political causes or was occasioned by dissatis- 
faction with the alleged un fair treatment of the 
regiment, which distinguished itself in the re- 
cent Lago rebellion. Many arrests of officers, 
including the Commander of the reserve, have 
since taken olace, and vigorous precautionary 
measures have been adopted to guard against 
further outbreaks. The public mind is much 
disturbed. and further troubles are anticipated.

On both streets a great many fine bonses are in 
course of erection. The Trustees of the New- 
berry estate broke ground during the week for 
9 block of eight fine residences, at the corner of 
Chestnut street and North Dearborn street. 
They will be three stories high, and will have 
marble fronts. The corner house, 
been jeaged for five vears to the Misses Grant, 
who will occupy it with their school. The 
steady continuance of buitdir g in this city is 
the key to the business of the real estate mar- 
ket. There is a growing demand from the aug- 
metitiog population for more accommodations. 
A aurprising fact, showing this, is that the 
houses left vacant over May 1 and those built 
since have nearly all found tenants. The con- 
fidence of Chicago men in Chicago real 
estate is based on such evidences as this of 
the enduring prosperity of the city.

MORTGAGED PHILADELPHSIA. 

The Aecord, of Philadelphia, says there are 
about 120,000 ‘unsatisfied mortgages on property 
in the City of Philadelphia, of which nearly two- 
thirds are held by puildi ing and Joan associations. 
First-class 1 at the present time are as 
scarce as snow in This shows, according 
to Mr. Craig P. Ritchie, of the Real Estate Title 
Insurance Company, a well-known expert in 
real estate matters, that nearly seven-cighths of 
all the property in the city is mortgaged. There 
are about 150,000 to 160,000 lots of ground built 
upon in the city. including the suburbs. 

Previous to the year 1866 there were but few 
mortgages, as compared with those of after 
vears. The first book to contain a reeord of 
mortgages was made in the year 1749. Previous 
to that period mortgages and deeds were en- 
tered in the same book. The increase in the 
number of mortgages from year to year has 
been astonishing. Each beok in the Recorder’s 
oflice contains a record of about 175 mortgages 
on an average. During the term of the Hon. Alfred 
C. Harmer as Recorder of Deeds, from the year 
1860 to 1863, there were — 3 of these 
books, showing that nearly 9,000 mortyages 
were created in those three vears by this reckon- 
ing. In the term of Louis R. Broomall, from 
1868 to 1866, there were ninety-seven books; in 
Joshua T. Owen’s term, from 1866 to 1869, the 
number of books nearly doubied that of his pre- 
decessor, reaching 188; in John A. Houseman’s 
term. from 1569 to 1872, the figures crept up to 
298 books: while in the term of F. Theodore 
Walton, from 1872 to 1875, the books reached 
the enormous figures of 318, showing that about 
53,000 mortgages were created during Mr. Wal- 
ton’s term and entered of record. he term of 
Mr. David H. Lane, which expires next January, 
will show about the same number and perhaps 
a slight increase over the figures given above. 

REAL ESTATE PAPERS IN BABYLON. 

Mr. W. St. Boscawen has discovered 
among the contract tablets in the British Mu- 
seum two documents of great interest to 
geometricians. Attached to two terra-cotta 
tabiets containing deeds of sale of estates near 
Babylon, Mr. Boscawen found two neatly-drawn 
plans of the estates in question. The first of 
these is a deed relating to the sale of some land 
which took place toward the latter end of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar. It represents an 
estate of about eight and a half acres in area, 
and bounded on the northern side by the canal 
of the goddess Banituo. The names of the 
owners of all the adjacent lands are 
given, and the greatest care is ken in 
giving the dime aoe of ‘these plots land. 
Tae whole is divided intothree pairs of parallelo- 
grams, and check dimensions are taken to test 
the accuracy of the work. A semi-circular por- 
tion on the east side is most carefully, measured, 
both radius and circumference being given. The 
second plan is unfortunately in a mutilated 
condition, but the remaining portions show the 
same care and neatness as is found in the per- 
fect one. The deed of sale in this second docu- 
ment is written on the reverse of the tablet, 
and is dated in the reign of Darius Hvstaspes. 
The value of these documents as bases by 
which to fix both the lunar and area measures 
in use in Babylonia is very great. Both these 
documents form portions of the now well 
known series of the Ejibi tablets. Mr. Boscawen 
hopes shortly to publish these documents.
